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He Statute of Eaw, 34. gives the King the Subſidy of Four Pexce upon a 
Broad Cloath, and an Half penny to the Aulnager. 
The Subſidy of Forr Pence was in Licu of the Loſs of the Ancient 
Cuſtoms the King had upon Wool Exported, and the Half-penny to 
the Officer, in reſpect of his Pains in Meaſuring, 

The Payment of theſe Duties, have by ſubſequent Statutes, been extended to 
all Sorts of Woollen Drapery, and the Duty of Subſidy and Aulnage are ſeve- 
ral Dutics, and never had any Dependance on each other. 

But the Exccution of the Office of Azlnager, hath been ever ſince 5 & 6 
Edw, 6. Transferr'd to other Perſons, but the Fee is by Statute, reſerved to 
the Crown, and is Part of the Revenue: And the Lord Treaſurer is by Two 
particular AQts of Parliament, Impowered to Let the ſame to Farm: 

Purſuant whereto, the Dutcheſs of Richmond, for Valuable Conſiderations, 
as well of Marriage, as of Purchaſe, is become Legally Intituled to theſe Duties, 
for a Conſiderable Term of Years yet to come. 

The preſent Farmers, for a Great Fine, and Valuable Confiderations, are' In- 
tituled under the D#tcheſs, and Poſleſſed of the faid Duties for Twelve Years 
yet to come, being Part of her Term under a Great Yearly Rent Reſerved 
for the ſame. 

The Bill is to take away theſe Ancient Eſtabliſhed Duties, upon Pretence, 
That the way of Collefing the ſame, ( though Warranted by Law ) is Oppreſ- 
ſive and Burthenſome : And to give a Compenſation to the Crown, by laying 
the Duty upon thoſe Cloaths only that are Exported, to be Paid at the 


Cuſtom- Houſe.

Objections agaznſt the Bull. 


Firſt, He Dutclieſs, and the Farmers under her, during their ReſpeQive Terms, 

are Lepally Intereſted in the Subſidy and Aulnage, and have as Good 
a Title thereto, as any other Subjects have to their Eſtates, and humbly hope 
the ſame ſhall not be taken from them, or Impaired without a ſufficient Com- 


penſation for the ſame. 
Secondly, This Bill deſtroys the ContratFs, Covenants and Agreements, be- 


tween the Dutcheſs and Farmers. 
Third!y, The Rates and Duties laid by this Bill, will not be a Recompence, 


for theſe Reaſons : 


I. It is plain, That not above One Third Part, or at moſt, a 
Motety of the Woollen Manufattures made in England , are 
Exported in Time of Peace, and not Half ſo much in Times 
of War. | 

II. That the Exportation of Woollen FManufaFtures, ( by reaſon of 
the great Increaſe of the making thereof in Forreign Parts ) 
is likely dayly. to Decreaſe. 

II. That the Rates Laid by the Bill, will not in Times of Peace, 
Exceed Three Thouſand Pounds per Amum, in Times of 
War, not above Half that Summe. © 

IV. That the preſent Revenue ( above all Charges in Collefing ) 
appears to be Double thoſe Sums. 


Fourthly, The Remedies provided by the Bill, for Receiving and Recovering 
the Rates at the Cuſtom Houſe, are Deficient, Chargeable and Impratticable. : 
Fifthly, This is the Ancient Izheritance of the Crown, and has continued in 
the fame Method of ColleCion, under the fame Fortfeitures, ever ſince Edward 


the Third's Time. 
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
